WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower yesterday 
designated Chan Gurney as act- 
ing chairman of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board. The action breaks 
and administrative logjam that 
has built up at the board since 
the new year.

Needed Help for Education 


As the President says, the right of every per- 
son to access to knowledge takes on special 
meaning in a nation whose success in self-gov- 
ernment depends on informed citizens.

At Schenectady, N.Y., in 1946, 
Vincent J. Schaefer of General

cloud—he could start ice crystal 
formation and real snow.

sprinkled dry ince into a lone 
cloud and made the first man- 
made storm in the sky—though 
all the snow evaporatéd before 
reaching the ground. 

A G.E. scientist then dis- 
covered that silver iodide par- 
ticles would turn the trick, too 
instead of cooling, they gave the 
tiny droplets something artificial 
to hang onto. 

“We have silver iodide gener- 
ators all over our territory,” 
said Elliott. 

We have our Hathaway Pines 
generator on now, and the one 
at Sierra Flat. Farmers and 
filling station operators run 
them. We watch weather reports 
here“ —he indicated teletypes 
and weather plots— and talk to 
our field meteorologists, then 
get on the phones to order gen- 
erators turned on upwind of 
likely targets. 

“Each generator releases 
about a million crystals a second, 
each less than a millionth of an 
inch around. The wind diffuses 


them, and they're lifted in up- 
rafts. Even the few that reach 


the clouds are effective.” 

How effective? 

“We think all this works,” 
Elliott said, though he frankly 
says it still must be labeled “re- 
search and development.” 

“We study the statistics. We 
compare several areas 


with adjacent areas. In any sen- 
son we believe we can show a .

‘in about half our areas. 
“For the other half we must

G.E.’s Dr. Irving Langmuir, 
Nobel-prize chemist, would prob- 
ably agree. 

For 21 months, late 1949 to 
July 1951 — in G.E.’s Govern- 
ment-sponsored Project Cirrus— 
he seeded the atmosphere from 
one New Mexico generator. 
Much of that time he followed a 
weekly cycle. * 

Heavy rains and snows began 

covering much of the eastern 
and midwestern United States 
on a similar cycle. Every Tues- 
day in the spring of 1950 it 
rained or snowed from Alabama 
to Minnesota, and a day or two 
later the storms had marched to 
the East Coast. Spring in 1951 
was equally: amazing. 
‘ Langmuir. called it “weather 
oscillation.” “If you set up a 
roadblock and stop all cars for 
10 minutes, let them thriugh for 
10 minutes, and then stop them 
again, you. will influence -the 
traffic for hundreds of miles. 
That’s what we did with the 
weather for 21 months, 

“There ‘can no longer be any 
valid doubt as to the success of 
cloud seeding.” 

Many ‘meteorologists 418 
Agreed, Many still feel little 
has so far been proved. At best, 
they concede, seeding may in- 
crease rainfall “5 or 10 per 
cent.” 

„Many farmers have hired rain- 
makers and been disappointed. 
It is hard to pin-point rainfall, 
and one farmer’s bonanza may 
ruin another’s crop. Some rain- 
makers have been unskilled. — 

But the science is young. 

Bob Elliott believes skillful 
seeding can already yield $50 
to $100°in cash value for every 
dollar spent. It has been calcu- 
lated that.a 10 per cent annual 
increase in precipitation in three 
states alone — North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Nebraska—would 
raise farm value 51 per cent, in- 
crease their number 31 per cent 
and support 56,000 new families.
